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ENGLISH  AND  AMERICAN  DRAKES 

The  Drakes  are  an  ancient  family.  The  name 
is  from  the  Latin  “Drago”  and  signifies  one  who 
draws,  or  leads — a  leader,  and  was  obtained  from  the 
Greek,  an  Athenian  legislator  who  600  years  before 
Christ  drew  up  a  code  of  laws  for  the  people.  In  all 
probability,  the  first  Drake,  or  Drago  in  England 
was  a  Roman  soldier  who  came  with  the  army  of 
Julius  Caesar  and  instead  of  returning  to  the  Roman 
Empire,  remained  in  England  and  founded  the  Drake 
family  which  was  well  settled  in  the  County  of  De¬ 
von  when  William  the  Conqueror  came  over  from 
France  in  1066. 

After  the  conquest,  the  Drake  families,  a  clan, 
took  possession  of  an  old  Roman  and  British  En¬ 
campment  in  what  is  now  the  Manor  of  Mushbury 
in  Devon  County  in  the  western  part  of  England* 
which  was  subsequently  called  “Mount  Drake,’' 
where  a  church  was  built,  and  where  in  the  day  of 
Queen  Elizabeth  the  Drakes  had  a  mortuary  chapel 
which  was  afterwards  lengthened  to  Drake  Aisle. 
There  was  a  fortified  house  at  “Mount  Drake’’  be¬ 
fore  the  “House  of  Ash’’  was  established  in  1420  by 
the  marriage  of  John  Drake  and  Christian,  daughter 
and  heiress  of  John  Billett  of  Ash.  This  John  Drake 
is  the  first  of  the  name  from  whom  a  lineal  descent 
can  be  traced. 

The  first  Drake  on  English  record  was  a  John 
Drake  who  owned  lands  in  1272.  In  the  year  1313,  a 
John  Drake  received  permission  of  Edward  the  Sec¬ 
ond  to  go  beyond  the  sea,  and  undoubtedly  he  set¬ 
tled  in  Ireland  and  founded  Drakerath  in  the  Coun¬ 
ty  of  Meathe.  The  Drakes  scattered,  locating  in 
1306  at  Shipden,  Norfolk,  and  in  Yorkshire.  Branch¬ 
es  of  these  families  settled  in  Scotland,  Ireland  and 
in  Holland,  and  many  are  of  the  “Landed  Gentry,” 
each  family  having  its  own  “crest”  but  all  using  the 
same  “arms.”  Many  of  these  families  are  repres¬ 
ented  in  the  United  States  by  descendants  of  Drakes 
who  came  here  between  the  years  1630-1776  and  later 
claiming  no  relationship,  yet  all  from  the  ancient 
Drakes  of  England. 

The  first  Drake  on  record  to  come  to  America 
was  a  John  Drake  who  came  witii  Winthrop  to  Bos¬ 
ton  in  1630,  and  settled  at  Windsor,  Conn.,  where  he 
died  August  17,  1659,  leaving  a  widow  and  three  sons, 
who  became  the  ancestors  of  most  of  the  Drakes 
of  Southwestern  New  England,  the  Middle  and  the 
Western  States.  1636,  September  8th,  a  Robert 
Drake  settled  in  Virginia  and  was  granted  200  acres 
of  land.  Another  Robert  Drake,  born  in  Essex 
County  in  England  in  1580,  came  with  sons  and  one 
daughter  and  died  January  14,  1668,  at  Hampton, 
New  Hampshire.  In  1660,  Thomas  Drake  of  the  En¬ 
glish  “House  of  Ash”  settled  in  Weymouth,  Mass., 
and  the  same  year,  a  Samuel  Drake  came  to  Fair- 
field,  Conn.,  later  moving  to  East  Chester.  His  two 
sons,  Joseph  of  East  Chester  and  Samuel,  Jr.,  of 
West  Chester,  N.  Y.,  were  the  ancestors  of  a  major¬ 
ity  of  the  Drakes  of  New  York  state.  In  1661,  a 
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Nathaniel  Drake  was  in  Portsmouth,  New  Hamp¬ 
shire,  and  he  and  a  Francis  Drake  served  on  a  jury 
in  1633'.  In  1686  there  was  also  an  Abraham  Drake 
at  Portsmouth,  N.  HL  A  Francis  Drake  settled  in 
Piscatanay,  N.  J.,  in  1667,  and  died  m  1687.  In  1667 
a  Job  Drake  lived  at  Westfield,  and  a  Simon  Drake 
of  England  after  serving  in  the  War  of  1776,  settled 
at  Brentwood,  N.  H. 

Sir  Francis,  the  most  illustrious  personage  in  the 
Drake  family,  died  Jan.  28,  1596,  leaving  no  child¬ 
ren,  was  represented  in  America  in  1776  by  a  des¬ 
cendant  of  his  brother,  a  Francis  Drake  baptised  in 
England  Aug.  21,  1701,  who  settled  in  what  is  now 
Nash  County  in  North  Carolina,  and  by  Peter  Drake, 
born  June  16,  1739,  who  settled  in  New 'York,  and  as 
a  loyalist  fled  to  Springfield,  Belle  Isle,  King’s  Coun¬ 
ty,  New  Brunswick.  George  Roger  Drake  and  Fran¬ 
cis  William  Drake-  of  Nova  Scotia  are  of  the  Sir 
Francis  Drake  family,  whose  landed  estate  having 
passed  to  a  female  of  the  line,  is  now  in  the  posses¬ 
sion  of  aliens  who  hold  it  through  what  is  termed 
the  “squatter’s  claim.” 

There  are  many  Drakes  in  the  United  States 
who  claim  a  stheir  ancestor,  the  John  Drake  who 
came  from  Amsterdam,  Holland,  according  to  one 
historian,  and  married  in  1720,  the  great-grand¬ 
daughter  of  the  celebrated  Anneke  Jans  Bogardus, 
Magdalene  Brower  and  had  at  least  fourteen  child¬ 
ren.  He  settled  in  Morris  County,  N.  J.,  and  died  at 
his  son  Benjamin’s  near  Goshen,  Orange  County,  in 
1786.  A  William  Drake  came  from  Ireland,  County 
of  Cork,  to  Quebec,  later  to  Kingston,  Canada,  then 
to  Oswego  and  Syracuse.  In  1835  a  John  Drake 
came  from  Scotland,  now  represented  by  Samuel 
Drake  of  Bay  City,  Mich. 

There  were  many  Drakes  in  the  War  of  1776, 
from  the  New  England  States,  especially  Massachus¬ 
etts,  and  from  New  York  State.  In  the  Continental 
Army  were:  Col.  Abraham  Drake  of  New  Hamp¬ 
shire,  Lieut.  Thomas  Drake  of  Virginia,  and  Lieut. 
Jacob  Drake  of  Pennsylvania.  From  New  York 
were:  Col.  Samuel  Drake,  Col.  Joseph  Drake,  Lieut. 
Col.  Gilbert  Drake,  Major  Moses  Drake,  Capt.  Jas¬ 
per  Drake,  Capt.  John  Drake,  Capt.  Uriah  Drake., 
Lieut.  Joshua  Drake  and  Ensign  Elijah  Drake. 
Among  the  privates  were:  Jeremiah,  John,  Joshua, 
Samuel,  William,  Asel,  Benjamin,  Benoni,  Cornelius, 
Elijah,  Francis,  Grosset  and  James  Drake,  and  Rich¬ 
ard  Drake,  who  was  sixteen  years  of  age  when  he 
enlisted  at  Blooming  Grove,  Orange  County,  Septem¬ 
ber  1775,  in  Col.  Janson’s  Regiment,  New  York  Mil¬ 
itia,  in  Capt.  Cornelius  Masten’s  Co.,  and  served  under 
the  following  oflicers:  Captains  Thomas  Moffet,  Wil¬ 
liam  Alberson,  John  Gillespie,  Samuel  Clark,  Ter- 
penny  Johnson,  and  Jacob  Reeder,  Colonels  Harden- 
burgh  and  Hasbrook.  He  helped  to  forge  and  to 
place  the  iron  chains  that  were  stretched  across  the 
Hudson  River  to  prevent  the  entrance  of  English 
sailing  craft  bearing  English  troops. 
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Francis  Drake,  the  father  of  Richard  Drake, 
has  been  called  but  not  recorded,  a  child  of  John 
Drake  and  Magdalena  Brower  Drake,  the  daughter 
of  Jacob  Brower  and  Amantie  Bogardus  Brower, 
and  the  granddaughter  of  William  Bogardus  and 
Wyntie  Seybrant  Bogardus,  and  the  great-grand¬ 
child  of  the  Rev.  Everardus  Bogardus  and  Anneke 
Webber  Jans  Bogardus.  Francis  Drake  of  Orange 
County  was  three  times  married;  his  first  wife  was 
Petronilla  VanDyke,  their  children  were  four  sons 
and  one  daughter.  The  first  son,  Richard  Drake,  of 
the  Revolution,  married  Mary  Wood,  and  lived  and 
died  near  Blooming  Grove  in  1836.  They  were  the 
parents  of  nine  children,  including  the  late  Thomas 
W.  Drake  ot  Reading,  and  Timothy  Drake  of  Or¬ 
ange  County,  the  father  of  the  late  Sylvester  Drake 
of  Orange,  Schuyler  County.  The  second  son,  John 
Drake,  married  Azulah  Coleman,  parents  of  the  late 
Theophilus  Drake  of  Ithaca.  The  third  son,  Fran¬ 
cis  Drake,  settled  near  Lansingville,  Tompkins  Coun¬ 
ty,  died  in  1833,  leaving  one  son,  John,  who  married 
Jatie  Deque,  parents  of  Jasper  Drake  of  Cattaraugus 
County,  Francis,  John  Deque,  Rufus  J.  Drake,  all  of 
Tompkins  County,  and  three  daughters.  The  fourth 
son,  Curtis,  died  when  young,  and  there  is  no  record 
of  the  daughter  Betsey,  or  of  the  second  wife.  For 
his  third  wife,  Francis  Drake  married  Rebecca 
Clark,  had  five  children — four  daughters  and  one 
son,  Rufus  J.  Drake  of  Orange  County,  who  married 
Rhoda  Pierson,  parents  of  the  late  Victor  M.  Drake, 
one  of  the  older  newspaper  editors  of  Goshen,  N.  Y. 
Richard,  the  first  child  of  Francis  and  Petronilla 
VanDyke  Drake,  was  born  June  13,  1759,  died  Feb. 
2,  1836,  married  Mary  Wood  Nov.  6,  1783.  She  was 
born  May  6.  1761,  died  May  21,  1830.  Their  children 
were:  I.  Lawrence,  married  Jane  Shriner,  had  three 
children  including  Mrs.  Mary  Drake  Bull  of  Orange 
County.  II.  Richard,  Jr.,  married  Sarah  Harris,  had 
ten  children,  including  Mrs.  Sarah  Ann  Drake  Knox 
and  George  Drake  of  Morristown,  N.  J.  III.  Timo¬ 
thy,  married  first,  Deborah  Helms,  had  Theophilus 
Drake  of  Iowa,  Mrs.  Josilah  Drake  Deusenberry  and 
Mrs.  Olive  Drake  Helms  of  Montgomery,  Orange 
County;  married  second,  Nancy  Vail,  had  Sylvester 
S.  Drake,  late  of  Schuyler  County.  IV.  Francis, 
born  in  1790,  died  1797.  V.  Petronilla  V.,  married 
first,  Jonathan  Stanton,  had  Mrs.  Hetty  Stanton 
Ryus  of  Kansas,  and  Francis  Santon;  married  sec¬ 
ond  Joseph  Wilkins,  had  Mary  and  Jonathan  Wilkins 
of  Orange  County,  Peter  Wilkins  of  Colquit,  Ga., 
and  Mrs.  Phoebe  Eager  of  Kansas  City.  VI.  Thom¬ 
as  W.,  married  first,  Mary  Ann  Swezey,  had  John 
R.,  Richard  W.,  David  S.,  Abigail  Caroline,  wife  of 
Alfred  Rich,  George  W.,  Harriet  E.,  wife  of  Charles 
Carpenter,  Mary  J.,  wife  of  Sanford  Jefferson  of 
Tompkins  County,  and  of  Willis  Gilbert  of  Reading, 
William  T.,  Sarah  Frances,  and  Gabriel  Emmett 
Drake;  married  second,  Sally  Ann  Culver,  had  Fran¬ 
ces  L.,  wife  of  George  W.  Dickerson  of  Ovid,  N.  Y.; 
married  third,  Louisa  Cook,  had  infant  daughter. 

John,  married  Mrs.  Julia  Teed,  had  five  child¬ 
ren,  including  Mrs.  Sarah  A.  Drake  VanDuzer  of 
Chicago.  VIII.  Mary,  married  David  Bodine,  rep¬ 
resented  by  John  Bodine  of  Rushville,  Ill.  IX.  Phoe¬ 
be,  married  first,  Hiram  Norris,  had  four  sons;  mar¬ 
ried  second,  Cornelius  Brink,  had  two  sons,  William 
Brink  of  Bloomingburgh,  Sullivan  County,  ami  Cor¬ 
nelius  Brink  of  Newburgh,  N.  Y.  Of  the  nim  child¬ 
ren  of  Richard  and  Mary  Wood  Drake,  all  lived  in 
Sullivan  or  Orange  County,  excepting  Mary,  wife  of 
John  Bodine,  who  settled  in  Iowa,  and  Thomas  Wood 
Drake,  who  in  the  year  1838,  March  12th,  recorded 
a  deed  from  Daniel  and  Thomas  Washburn  for  102 
acres  of  land  in  the  town  of  Reading,  Schuyler  Coun¬ 
ty,  then  Steuben  County,  and  soon  afterwards  moved 
his  family  from  Finchville,  Orange  County,  to  the 
farm  home,  a  commodious  log  house,  moving  into  the 
new  house  in  December,  1845,  where  he  died  July 
5,  1879,  in  his  85th  year,  a  pensioner  of  the  War  of 
1812.  His  sister,  Petronilla  Stanton  Wilkins,  having 
died  May  14th  of  the  same  year,  nearly  87  years  old. 
His  brother,  John  Drake,  of  Sullivan  County,  was 
the  last  of  the  family,  dying  at  the  home  of  his 
daughter,  Mrs.  Sarah  VanDuzer,  in  Chicago,  Sep¬ 
tember  7,  1885,  in  the  89th  year  of  his  age.  Of  the 
grandchildren  of  Richard  Drake,  there  are  now 
(1912)  only  five  living:  Mrs.  Josilah  Drake  Deusen- 
berry  of  Orange  County,  William  Brink  of  Sullivan 
County,  Cornelius  Brink  of  Newburgh,  Mrs.  Mary  J. 
Gilbert  of  Schuyler  County,  and  G.  Emmett  Drake 
of  Rock  Stream,  N.  Y.
